Yet.in addition it was shown 
in evidence that other receipts were given, and 
bills rendered, and accounts opened at Douglas 
and Lillooet with. K. Cranford, Jr., only, and; 
when Wright’s books were called for, it was 
found that every entry in his Day-bouk from 
May to about the 27th Angust was made to R. 
Cranford, 4r., _ Yet in the face of af this 
Wright swore at Lillovet that he made the alter- 
ation in.his memorandum on the day the agree- 
ment was made. His Book-keéper, Hawks, 
however, testified that had been directed by Mr. 
Wright to alter the heading of the account in 
the Ledger to B. & J. Cranford, about the 27th 
August last, 

The strong probability is, that no alteration 
was made in any book until the 8th September. 
It is almost certain that they did not know the 
name of R. Cranford, Jr.’s brother until that day, 
On that day a Mr. Brady, of Lillooet, came into 
Cranford’s store and asked the name of bis bro- 
ther {Ke was tuld John; and then went straight 
across the street and-entered Wright’s store. 
That afternoon the writs were tee, and they 
wert issted against J. or John, and not J. P. or 
John P., which is his correct name. 

On this point there was again the positive tes- 
timony of two against one, and the testimony of 
the two corroborated by the strong circumstan- 
tial evidence which was furnished by the acts 
and conduct, the receipts, accounts rendered, 
and account Looks of Wright himself, and irre- 
sistably confirmed, when viewed faitly, by the 
garbled’ memurandum of agreement. 

And here again Judge Begbie was gravely at 
fault, that in his charge tothe Jury he did not 
point out the weight of evidence on each side of 
this vital question. ; 

Although Judge Begbie did give a kind of 
summary of the evidence, he did not anray the 
evidence on these two vital questions which he 
submitted to the Jury, and show what the evi- 
dence actually was on one side and on the other. 
If he had don» so, fairly, no honest Jury conld 
have decided as they did. Insober truth, Judge 
Begbie ignored a large part of the evidence on 
these two points in his charge. 

The Jury decided that J. P. Cranford was lia- 
ble as a partner ; that the contract was rescind- 
ed, and gave Wright a verdict, including costs, 
for about $9,500.
